Explanation by War Minister. 


War Secretary Oliver Stanley told 
Commons he considered it undesir- 
able to adopt conscription for men 
between the ages of 40 and 50 be- 
fore younger men are called. 


Stanley said the War Office got 
the first news of the German inva- 
sion of Denmark between 2 and 3 
o’clock in the morning of April 9. 
He said the information was com- 
municated to General Sir Edmund 
Ironside, chief of the Imperial De- 
fense Staff, at 3:30 a. m. 

Stanley asserted that one anti- 
aircraft unit in Norway was not in 
possession of the necessary air- 
craft recognition signals which, he 
said, “are of a very secret nature 
and could not be widely issued days 
in advance” of the British landing. 
One casualty resulted because of 
this, he disclosed. 


Gen. Ismay Old Campaigner. 


Major-General Ismay, named by 
Chamberlain as head of the per- 
sonal staff aiding Churchill in his 
new position, is an old cavalry cam- 
paigner with experience both in 
the field and in intelligence serv- 
ice.

CHAMBERLAIN GOVERNMENT 
DOOMED, IS VIEW IN LONDON

LONDON, May 7.—Unless War

Had Nervous Breakdown. 

Police reported Spencer, an ex- 
pert marksman, had had many re- 
cent disputes with school author- 
ities following a nervous breakdown 
a year ago. He went to the Board 
of Education Building yesterday, 
demanding a hearing on a notifi- 
cation his contract would not be 
renewed at the end of the school 
year. 

Police said an argument devel- 
oped and Spencer pulled a .22 cali- 
ber target pistol from his pocket 
and started firing.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 7.—The 
contention of John McNickle of St. 


revived in his name a conetst of 
the will of the late Hugh Camp- 
bell of St. Louis, which originally| 
was instituted in the name of Haz- 
lett Kyle Campbell, deceased broth- 
er of Hugh, was denied today by 
the Missouri Supreme Court’ en 


banc. 
The ruling today was the fifth 


by the Supreme Court in the last 
12 months in connection with Mc- 
Nickle’s plea. McNickle is one of 
the numerous claimants to the $1,- 
900,000 trust estate of the late 
Hazlett Campbell, now in litiga- 
tion. 

An opinion by Supreme Judge 
James Douglas, unanimously adopt- 
ed by the Court en banc, affirmed 
a ruling of St. Louis Circuit Court 
which dismissed a motion by Mc- 
Nickle asking that the Hugh Camp- 
bell contest be revived and that 
he be substituted for Hazlett Camp- 
bell as plaintiff. Hazlett Campbell, 
who had been adjudged mentally 
incompetent, died in March, 1938. 
In the same opinion the Supreme 
Court denied an application by Mc- 
Nickle and his sister, Florence, 
for a special appeal from a judg- 
ment last June 20 by Circuit Judge 
Robert J. Kirkwood upholding the 
will of Hugh Campbell. That will 
left all but $63,500 of Hugh Camp- 
bell’s $1,250,000 estate to Yale Uni- 
versity. Hugh Campbell died in 
1931. The ruling today does not 
involve Judge Kirkwood’s decision 
upholding the will.

COURT UPHOLDS POWER 
Or LIQUOR SUPERVISOR 


Rules in Kansas City Case That 
State Official’s Decision on 
Licenses Is Final. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 7. — 
The State Liquor Control Super- 
visor has exclusive power to issue 
licenses for the retail sale of liquor 
and his decision on the merits is 
final, the Missouri Supreme Court 
en banc ruled today in reversing 
an order of Cole County Circuit 
Court directing the supervisor to 
issue a license which had been de- 


nied. 
The late Judge Nike G. Sevier of 


Cole County Circuit Court had is- 
sued a writ of mandamus to com- 
pel Walker Pierce, then Liquor 
Control Supervisor, to issue a liquor 
license to Louis M. Renner of Kan- 
sas City. Pierce had refused to is- 
sue the license «on the ground 
Renner “was not a law-abiding cit- 
izen and a man of good moral char- 
acter.” 

Supreme Judge George R. Elli- 
son, in reversing the lower court 
judgment, said the record showed 
Pierce offered proof that the appli- 
cant had been bartender in a Kan- 
sas City tavern which had been the 
object of injunction proceedings to 
prevent liquor iaw violations and 
was alleged to have worked around 
a dice game there. Renner denied 
any connection with unlawful acts. 

“We see nothing in the record 
to justify the action of the trial 
court in attempting to overturn by 
mandamus the supervisor’s refusal 
of a license,” Judge Ellison said, 
“because he was not a person of 
good moral character. . . . Cer- 
tainly there is no showing that he 
acted arbitrarily in this instance.”

WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP).— 
United States naval experts were 
said by Secretary of the Navy Ed- 
ison today to believe that Germany 
will not be able to destroy or even 
“seriously damage” the British 
fleet by aerial bombardment, de 
spite its superiority in the air. 

Edison also told the Senate Na- 
val Committee that co-operation be- 
tween aircraft and surface vessels 
of the American fleet was much 
closer than had been displayed by 
British aircraft and ships in the 
Scandinavian campaign. 

If the British fleet had received 
more support from aircraft, he as- 
serted, it would have been able to 
cover Allied landing operations in 
Norway much more effectively. 
But it appeared, he continued, that 
the British had lacked either suf- 
ficient plants or planes of the right 


type. 
Predicts Improvement. 

Despite the advancement made 
in aircraft, Edison asserted, the 
navy expects the battleship to re- 
main “the backbone of our first 
line of defense” for many years 
to come and he predicted that im-| 


provement in battleship design and | 
advances in defense tactics even- 
‘tually would wipe out the advan- 
tage aircraft now hold.

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THE PULITZER PRIZES. 

When a newspaper blazes, away at the Emir of 
Afghanistan or the Sultan of Sulu, it is being safely 
heroic: but when it tackles powerful grafters in its 
own city, exposes their misdeeds and sends them to 
prison, it does so against great pressure and often 
with great risk. It was the latter kind of journal- 
istic public service that won for the Waterbury 
(Conn:) Republican and American the Pulitzer gold 
medal for distinterested and meritorious service. 

In the same category is the difficult and painstak- 
ing feat of the San Francisco Chronicle in bringing 
about a settlement of one of the most acrimonious 
and dangerous labor disputes of the year—the water- 
front and warehouse strike. Both the Waterbury and 
San Francisco newspapers rose above routine con- 
ceptions of duty and have earned their communities’ 
gratitude, as well as the nation-wide recognition that 
now comes. 

From Europe, as the Continent gasps again under 
the impact of war, many brilliant dispatches have 
been filed by American correspondents; the prize 
goes to Otto Tolischus of the New York Times’ Ber- 
lin bureau. Readers of Mr. Tolischus’ articles were 
apprised a year ago—months before it became a fact 
—that the sensational and historic Soviet-Nazi pact 
was in the making. A shrewd analyst well fortified 
with facts, a keen and studious observer, Mr. To- 
lischus’ scoop.was a high point in a fine career. 
Lloyd Lehrbas, who told the world about the ghastly 
shelling of Warsaw at danger of death to himself, 
has well earned honorable mention. 

One of the breath-taking exposures ‘of 1939 was 
the case of United States Circuit Judge Martin T. 
Manton, now in prison for selling judicial favors. 
Manton, once considered for a Supreme Court va- 
cancy, occupied a bench only somewhat less austere. 
Unawed by Manton’s prestige, a great reporter—S. 
Burton Heath of the New York World-Telegram— 
delved into the nauseous details of his transactions 
and, handing the information to the proper authori- 
ties, saw Manton stripped of his judicial robes. 

In a drawing of great power and skill, Edmund 
Duffy of the Baltimore Sun depicted Hitler’s murder- 
ous conquests and broken promises. It is fitting that 
the ghastly conqueror who is now overrunning Europe 
and reducing to huddled terror the helpless peopled 
against whom his lightning wars are aimed, it is fit- 
ting that he should be the subject of the Pulitzer 
prize-winning cartoon. 

As to our own colleague, Bart Howard, whose 
work has for so many years given grace, charm, 
power and the fruits of lofty thinking to these col- 
umns, we naturally rejoice at the honor which has 
come to him. 

One novel stood up mountain-high last year. John 
Steinbeck put into “The Grapes of Wrath” not only 
superb writing, but a blazing love for humanity. 
It is a moving portrayal of a dispossessed and har- 
assed people, presented with such deep sincerity and 
high skill as already to-have brought legislative 
moves to better the plight of migratory labor. That 
magnificent matriarch, Ma Joad, is a landmark in 
the American novel. 

The prize play, “The Time of Your Life,” also 
deals feelingly with the scorned and rejected. Less 
realistically, more sentimentally than Steinbeck, 
William Saroyan presents a forlorn group in a wa- 
terfront dive,.each with a human spark behind his 
mask of degradation. It is a warm-hearted but 
formless and sometimes obscure play, and there 
must have been a close decision over the hit of the 
season, “Life With Father,” with its keen portrait 
of a vanished era and Clarence Day’s lovable cur- 
mudgeon of a parent. 

Carl Sandburg’s “Abraham Lincoln: The War 
Years,” is another of those literary peaks which made 
1939 a memorable year. A massive piece of historical 
literature on a great American is presented with a 
great poet’s sensitivity and burnished style. The four- 
volume work ranks as history rather than biography 
because of its panorama of Lincoln’s times, the whole 
crowded canvas of the Civil War era, in addition to 
the portrait of the external and internal man himself. 

Another monumental work is acclaimed in the 
award for biography, to Ray Stannard Baker’s con- 
cluding volumes of “Woodrow Wilson: Life and 
Letters.” His access to original sources, his close 
friendship with Wilson and his ability to see events 
in historical perspective qualified Baker to write the 
most complete biography of the war President that 
our times are likely to produce. 

The award to Mark Van Doren honors a poet 
of Mid-Western nativity and education who has 
added distinguished verse to the anthologies. Teach- 
er, editor, critic, anthologist and historian, Van 
Doren has yet found time in a busy life to keep the 
muse’s flame burning, and to sing America’s honest 
values and its rugged, earthy character, 

On the whole, it is hard to recall a year when the 
Pulitzer prizes were more wisely and discriminating- 
ly bestowed. 
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NO WAXWORKS, PLEASE! 

Now that the Federal Government has consented 
to preserve the Old Courthouse as part of the river- 
front memorial, Mayor Dickmann suggests part of the 
refurbished building be given over to a wax-figure 
museum, to commemorate historic incidents. 

Granted, there is something nostalgic about the 
thought of waxworks. But, in their synthetic flesh, 
they are pretty garish and grisly. Suitable murals 
and historic exhibits, yes; but no waxworks. 

The plan to set aside part of the building as a 
museum for the St. Louis Academy of Science is a 
happy one. And what about that oft-discussed idea 
of a downtown branch of the Art Museum? Certain- 
ly it should be possible to maintain at least one gal- 
lery in a location more accessible than the top of the 
hill in Forest Park. The restored Courthouse, fac- 
ing the river and a broad expanse of park, would 
be worthy of such an exhibit. 
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THE MOVIES AS AN EDUCATIONAL FORCE. 

There has been much discussion of using motion 
pictures in the schools, but they haven’t been widely 
adopted, and haven’t been particularly successful 
where tried. It began to seem that this was another 
unfulfilled dream of education made easier, but that 
was before the report by Dr. George F. Zook, presi- 
dent of the American Council of Education... 
No Hollywood public relations man could bé more 
enthusiastic than Dr. Zook-in his statement. Educa- 
tion by film, through a planned picture cufricu- 
lum, was tested in four public school systems and 
several colleges. Dr. Zook concludes it has posst- 
bilities as yet scarcely dreamed of. Grade students 
saw movies of high school subjects, and mastered 
them. Science and social studies were grasped better 
than ever before. Subjects previously vague were 


made real and tangible. “Potentially,” Dr. Zook con- 


cludes, the film is “the most revolutionary instru- 
ment introduced in education in our day and genera- 
tion. Out of it there can arise a new and tremen- 
dously effective curriculum.” 

The movies have been criticised so often for miss- 
ing their opportunity, and for filling children’s minds 


they can be a major force in education. 
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MR. HAWKINS WON’T DO. 

The Board of Education is scheduled to make a 
erucial decision within the week—the choice of a 
new Superintendent of Instruction. For its guid- 
ance, it has the nominations made with great care, 
after combing the local and national fields, by the 
special Advisory Committee of educators. The board 
members (or most of them) have met the five nomi- 
nees, and should be able to choose fairly among them. 

The need is plain for bringing in an outside man, 
not connected in any way with the feuds and irregu- 
larities which have disgraced the system. The board 
has agreed that such a choice would be made. But 
there are disturbing signs that this resolve may be 
discarded. 

The boom for George L. Hawkins, Acting Super- 
intendent, is still intensely alive, despite the recent 
exposure of how it was being carried on. Three board 
members indicate they are ready to welsh on the 
agreement and name Hawkins or some other local 
man. If the other members’ votes are divided, the 
way is open for tricky tactics. 

Hawkins’ election would be a shock to citizens 
hopeful of a clean sweep and a fresh start in school 
affairs. It would be an affront to the Advisory Com- 
mittee, which spent much time and a sizable fund of 
the taxpayers’ money in making its choices. 

An outside man, an independent man is the need of 
the hour. Let the board not forget that essential 
fact as it prepares to meet its grave re8ponsibility. 
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PUBLIC HEARINGS ON THE UNION ELECTRIC CASE. 

The SEC announces it will hold public hearings on 
the various phases of the Union Electric scandal. 

These hearings will no doubt give the people of 
Missouri a complete picture of the methods by which 
the management of a public utility company, became, 
in effect, a super-government in this State. 

The hearings will throw light in a lot of dark 
places for, although much is known of Union Electric 
activities, there are still many facts carefully hidden. 

The SEC is to be congratulated for the great work 
it has done in this case, but its most valuable contri- 
bution, in letting Missouri know just how Messrs. 
Egan, Boehm and Laun operated, and with whom, 
is still to come. 
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“THE LAST CANDLE.” 

So E. Berry Wall is dead, after 80 trivial years of 
it, and the world that knew him and the world he 
“knew is dead and buried. Its ghost may come tim- 
idly into the rowdyish era of New York’s cafe so- 
ciety, now in the nostalgic recollection of Edith 
Wharton, again in the ribald raillery of a Stanley 
Walker, but Ascot tie and pearl pin, save at formal 
wedding ceremony, and sleigh bells and coaches- 
and-four are one with the sliken tents of Darius. 

America palled on the elegantissimo of the ’80s 
and ’90s whose vapid exploits affected an austere 
decorum. On dull news days, Page 1 of the me- 
tropolis conscripted him to describe a polite func- 
tion distinguished by some gastronomical triumph. 
Dinner became a deity in the indulgent swing of the 
years, worshiped, so it was said, often in solitude 
and always in devout silence. 

Some sort of legendry doubtless has accrued, but 
whatever it preserves, it is of no conceivable conse- 
quence. A long life that never encountered impor- 
tance. Paraphrasing Guedalla’s leave-taking of Pal- 
merston, “the last candle, the very last candle, of 
nineteenth-century dandyism is out.” 
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WHERE SPEECH IS FREE. 

The thoughtful citizen must ask himself, as he 
read Lloyd George’s devastating arraignment of the 
Chamberlain Government, published in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, whether the Prime Minister can pos- 
sibly survive it. 

But greater than the performance is the privilege 
which makes it possible. “The deed is outdone by 
the doing.” One cannot lose faith in the intrinsic 
fiber of a country where untrammeled freedom of 
speech withstands the tyrannical verbotens of war. 
True it is that many of the priceless values of de- 
mocracy are suspended, in the name of prudence and 
Self-preservation, under war’s aegis. Despotism 
finds opportunity ,for clinical reflections on the al- 
leged hypocrisy of the democracies in adopting many 
of the practices of dictatorships. But, however the 
mechanics of life may be revised, and the options 
and amenities curtailed or suppressed, Britain must 
be credited with holding fast to a cardinal tenet, 
of its faith as long as the citizen may criticise his 
Government and his words may be heard. 

Freedom of speech, so dramatically exemplified 
by Lloyd George, translates into living assurance the 
scriptural dictum, “Ye shall know the truth, and the 
truth shall make you free.” Freedom of speech is 
always among the first of the great attributes of 
liberty to be summarily executed by a dictator. 
Where there is no freedom of speech, precisely as 
where there is no vision, the people perish. Where 
there is freedom of speech, no tyranny can endure. 
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WHAT 8,000,000? 

Whenever Italy begins to rattle the saber, much 
talk is heard about the 8,000,000 soldiers it is ready 
to send into action. Mussolini himself, his spokes- 
men and his press are fond of throwing out this 
huge number as evidence that Italy’s power should 
be greatly feared by all other nations. 

It remains somewhat of a puzzle, however, as to 
where all those millions are coming from. The pop- 
‘ulation of Italy is 44,026,000, but surely, after elimina- 
tion of women, aged and infants, the country can- 
not spare that large a part of its working population 
for war. The two colonies of Eritrea and Libya have 
1,450,000 natives, and Ethiopia has some 10,000,000, 
but how many will make trustworthy soldiers? 

Statistics on Italy’s armed forces fall far short of 
the boasted figure. Maj. R. Ernest Dupuy’s recent 
book, “World in Arms,” gives these totals: regular 
army, 620,000; all reserves, 830,000; colonial army, 
17,000; navy, 105,000; air force, 62,000—total, 1,634,- 
000, <A formidable personnel, but not 8,000,000. 

But look at the figure for Fascist youth organi- 
zations—7,577,381! This includes both boys and 
girls, and only 1,168,693 of the boys are more than 
18 years old. Yet the only conceivable way to reach 
Mussolini’s vaunted total is to include the lads from

Europe’s Emperor. 


HE massive memory of Bismarck shrivels in the blazing 

sun of Adolf Hitler’s conquests. The former won by “blood 

and iron,” utilizing intrigue as a preface. The latter wins 
by strategy of conference, fortified by force, to be sure, and 
punctuated by the threat of marching armies. 

Schuschnigg is summoned to Berchtesgaden for an after- 
noon in the torture chamber, and Austria is expunged from 
the map while Vienna becomes Berlin’s scrubwoman. 

How many a plotting hour ticked secretly across the clock 
as Hitler suggested and Henlein acquiesced may only be sur- 
mised. But at last the Sudeten Germans, under superb coach- 
ing, were letter-perfect in their parts, and the Reich was 
ready to rescue their brothers from the tyranny of “ruthless 
Czecho-Slovakia.” What would the neighbors say—the great 
Powers pledged to safeguard that one green isle of democracy 
in stormy Central Europe? France was explicitly committed; 
Russia conditionally; England impliedly. Chamberlain made 
his pilgrimage to the Fuehrer’s mountain retreat, and later, 
with Daladier, consented to the pillage of the little Republic 
at Munich’s midnight. 

With Austria and the Sudetenland securely possessed and 
the plunder respectably approved, Herr Hitler’s hunger was 
satisfied, rapacity was foresworn, there would be no more 
raids in Europe. “The Sudetenland,” said Hitler at the Berlin 
Sportspalast on Sept. 26, 1938, “is the last territorial demand 
I have to make in Europe.” And in an earlier September speech 
at Nuremberg, he said he had given the guaranty to Cham- 
berlain: “We do not want any Czechs any more.” 

England believed, officially. So did France. Russia refused 
to be deceived, distrusting Hitler’s vow and subsequently im- 
pugning the motives of both Chamberlain and Daladier.

Democracy is the best form of government the genius of 
man has yet contrived. But it can’t be wound up like a 
clock and left to run. Its successful operation is predicated 
on an alert, energetic, militant citizenship. 

Democracy bogs down when citizens default in the duties 
of citizenship. Let citizens through indolence, or absorption 
in their personal affairs, or through superior disdain for the 
rough-and-tumble of political action, disfranchise themselves, 
as it were, and democracy soon or late becomes a shell. 

Consider Kansas City. Missourians are still with us who can 
remember the town when it was an ugly duckling. But it 
had vision, it had purpose, it had dreamers who translated 
their dreams into deeds. It had a minister who could preach 
@ sermon on a city charter that became a campaign document. 
Mud flats bloomed into parks and rutted roads into spacious 
boulevards. The prophecy of a city beautiful was fulfilled. 


Kansas City tossed away its heritage. The Pendergast 
machine’s proprietorship of Kansas City is chargeable to the 
citizens of Kansas City. They abdicated. They quit. They 
know now what bossism costs—in self-respect, in the city’s fair 
repute, in dollars and cents. They have paid the price. They 
know, too, the price they must pay if their city is to recover 
the fine position and brilliant prestige it once conspicuously 
possessed. They ‘know the price they must pay if they are 
to have and hold the rights and privileges of competent 
citizenship. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of democracy. 

There is an element of truth in the saying that the kind 
of government the people have is the kind of government 
they want. The dictum superficially smacks of pessimism, 
Honestly examined, it bristles with promise. 

What is thé salient truth proclaimed by Missouri’s thrilling 
experience, just climaxed by passage of the Governor’s police 
bill?

While the distinguished scientist was preaching, let us say, 
an advanced governmental gospel, the dedication of General 
Motors’ Highways and Horizons building at the New York 
World’s Fair had assembled a group of the country’s ranking 
industrialists. 
swift progress research is.making on so many 
fronts. Accomplished facts were their theme, 
facts of such mighty import as to pre-paint 
a coming millennium. 

They had dined before they talked, and be- 
fore they dined they were shown the corpora- 
tion’s “futurama.” The guests sat in slow- 
moving chairs, equipped with individual 
sound devices.

He was discharged 
from a newspaper job because his 
novelist’s imagination colored his 
reporting. After a job carrying 
bricks for the construction of the 
new Madison Square Garden he re- 
turned to Salinas, where he en- 
gaged in manual labor. 

During the next 10 years he 
worked as a chemist, painter’s ap- 
prentice, ranch hand and carpen- 
ter’s helper. All this time he was 
writing novels and drawing upon 
his diversified background. His 
fourth novel, “Cup of Gold,” found 
a publisher in 1929. But it wasn’t 
until he wrote “Tortilla Flat,” in 
1935, that the critics began to notice 
him. His success story was com- 
pleted in 1937 when he wrote “Of 
Mice and Men,” an immediate hit 
as a novel and as a play. 
Steinbeck has written 10 books, 
but he surpassed all of them with 
“The Grapes of Wrath,” which be- 
came a best seller on its publica- 
tion in 1939. He first obtained ma- 
terial for this story from the mi- 
grant workers in his native Salinas 
Valley in a series of articles for 
the San Francisco News in 1936. 
For the next two years he lived 
with the “Okies” and other mi- 
grants.

Burton Heath 


Burton Heath, winner of the 
award for reporting, was born in 
Lynn, Mass., on Dec. 20, 1898. He 
attended the Bradford (Vt.)

In 1917, he enlisted in the First

Mark Van Doren : 


Mark Van Doren is the younger 
brother of Carl Van Doren, who 
last year won the Pulitzer prize 


for biography. The younger Van 
Doren’s penchant is poetry and he 
is associate professor of English at 
Columbia Univérsity. 

Born in Hope, Ill., June 13, 1894, 
Mark Van Doren followed the edu- 
cational pattern set by his brother, 
nine years his senior. Both re- 
ceived their bachelor’s degrees 
from the University of Illinois and 
their doctor’s degrees from Colum- 
bia University. 

Before he received his Ph. D. 
degree in 1921, Mark Van Doren 
had written two works, “Henry 
David Thoreau—Critical Study,” 
and “The Poetry of John Dryden.” 
Three years later he joined the 
faculty at Columbia and published 
his first “book of verse, “Spring 
Thunder and Other Poems.” From 
then on he mingled literary criti- 
cism and teaching with the writing 
of poetry and produced nearly 20 
books. 

Some of his latest books are: 
“Windless Cabins,” a novel pub- 
lished early this year; “Shake- 
speare,” “The Lost Look and Other 
Poems,” “A Winter Diary and 
Other Poems,’ “The Transients,” 
“Jonathan Gentry.” He is the edi- 
tor of “An American Bookshelf,” 
“An Anthology of World Poetry,” 
“An Autobiography of America,” 
“American Poets” and “The Oxford 
Book of American Prose.” 

He has betn literary editor and 
motion picture critic of the Na- 
tion. Recently he was named a 
member of the National Institute 
of Arts and Letters.

Otto D. Tolischus 


Otto D. Tolischus was born Nov. 
20, 1890, in the Memel ter- 
ritory belonging to Germany be- 
fore the war and which Germany 
recently took from Lithuania. 

He came to America in 1907, after 
his father had renounced his Ger- 
man citizenship. Five years later, 
he entered the Columbia School of 
Journalism, which then had a four- 
year course, and paid his way by 
working in factories in New York 
and New Jersey. 

After graduation from Columbia 
in 1916, he began as a cub re- 
porter on the Cleveland Press. He 
was managing editor when he left 
the paper in 1923 to become a for- 
eign correspondent. During’ the 
World War he was a member of 
the training corps of Camp Gor- 
don, near Atlanta, Ga. 

Tolischus joined the Berlin staff 
of Universal Service when on a 
trip to Europe in 1923. After eight 
years with Universal and Inter- 
national Service, and a year as a 
free lance magazine writer, he be- 
came a member of the Berlin staff 
of the New York Times in 1933. 

From Berlin, he covered the rise 
of the National Socialist party and 
the conquests of Czecho-Slovakia 
and Poland. His work as a Cor- 
respondent came under fire of Ger- 
man authorities-and in March of 
thig year he was told that his per- 
mit to remain in the country 
would be rescinded. He was told if 
he would leave the country for six 
weeks, he would be readmitted. He 
went to Denmark and later to Nor- 
way and Sweden. When he tried 
to return Berlin authorities agreed 
to readmit him only for eight days, 
long enough to get his personal be- 
longings and settle personal busi- 
ness. He is now Stockholm cor- 
respondent of the Times.

The thousands of ballet fans in 
St. Louis have an opportunity to 
witness an achievement by Mia 
Slavenska in a new field—and the 
first opportunity here to see “Bal- 
lerina,” one of the finer French 
films of 1938—with the opening last 
night of a new series of foreign 
movies at S’Renco Art Theater, 3143 
Olive street.

Paul Nordoff, the young com-

with his personal prerogatives.” 


How Work Was Measured. 

The best available measure of 
work done, the committee ex- 
plained, was a compilation of jury 
cases tried and the number of 
days spent in trials. For purposes 
of its report and comparison the 
committee credited a Judge with 
two days if he had two jury cases 
in one day. 

The committee recommended 
also that from the detailed record 
of time spent by the Judges, it or 
some other association committee 
make an annual report to the as- 
sociation in September of each 
year. 


Records of individual Judges 
were given in two tabulations, cov- 
ering the period from Sept. 11, 1939, 
to Jan. 1, 1940, and, after the re- 
assignment of Judges, the period 
from Jan. 1 to March 6, 1940.

The allure of these garden-fresh 
tempters doesn’t stop there, either. 
They’re swell health-givers and 
marvelous menu-brighteners. Why 
not take your spring tonic the vege- 
table way? 

Try this gay spring combination. 
Let it serve as the main part of a 
luncheon or dinner. Outline a 
mound of creamed potatoes, sea- 
soned with grated cheese, with but- 
tered peas. Sprinkle the steaming 
whiteness with the gay yellow of 
grated egg yolks. Garnish with 
cress or parsley. To prepare the 
yolks, hard-cook two eggs, cool 
them, cut them in halves and care- 
fully lift out the whole yolks.

corn, spinach or celery into ring 
shapes.

Pour into-a buttered ring mold and 
bake 15 minutes in a moderate 
oven. Unmold, surround and fill 
with rice and cheese, mushrooms 
and green beans or macaroni and 
tomatoes. * * *

until tender, drained thoroughly 
and handled carefully so t hey won't 
be soft or mashed. They are then 
ready to be lightly mixed into oth- 
er ingredients. Remember these 
points and you will rate high as a 
vegetable cook. 

Here is a recipe for Gypsy Cas- 
serole. One and one-half inch slice 
of smoked ham, (about one and one- 
half pounds); four potatoes, six 
carrots, four small onions, one-half 
cup pure New Orleans molasses; 
one turnip; one cup milk; one-half 
teaspoon paprika. 

Pare and cut vegetables in half. 
Place ham in bottom of greased 
casserole, or cut in cubes and mix 
with vegetables. Arrange vegeta- 
bles in casserole. Combine molasses, 
milk and paprika; pour over vege- 
tables. Cover and bake in moder- 
ate oven two hours. Uncover last 
half hour. Serves six.

Does Removal 


Of the Tonsils 
Affect Voice? 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


. OES the removal of the ton- 
sils affect the voice? 


Singers used to be cautioned 
against having their tonsiis out. 
It was said that their removal 
would influence the register of the 
voice so that the whole range 
would be lowered. 

According to modern beliefs, re- 
moval of the tonsils enlarges the 
throat cavity, both in breadth and 
height, which tends to result in a 
fuller and more resonant voice. If 
the operation is advisable, the sing- 
er can be assured that no unfa- 
vorable change will take place. In 
fact, the removal of the tonsils 
does not affect the singing or the 
speaking voice either one way or 
the other in most instances. Only 
if a heavy scar remains is the 
voice changed for the worse. 

Throat surgeons who are used to 
treating opera, stage and screen 
folk advise that the voice should 
be used soon after a tonsil opera- 
tion—scale exercises the first two 
or three days after, humming at 
first. On the sixth day after op- 
eration a trial at singing should 
be made, but using only half the 
volume.

Vincent’s angina is an infectious 
disease which seems to have been 
endemic throughout the world for a 
long time, but was not forcibly 
brought to the attention of more 
than a few physicians and dentists 
until it became epidemic in the 
armies during the World War, 
when it became known as “trench 
mouth.” Since then it has occurred 
with increasing frequency in the 
Civilian population. It affects the 
tonsils, soft palate and especially 
the gums, where a chronic form 
may supervene on the acute phase. 
The affected parts have an ugly 
gray membrane, underneath which 
the parts are likely to bleed. A 
fetid odor of the breath is common. 

in treatment, hot water gargies 
and rest, with a liquid diet (the 
mouth is too sore to allow of solid 
food), should be used during the 
acute stage. Later, antiseptics such 
as hydrogen peroxide or tincture of 
iodine should be applied to the in- 
fected areas. Reasoner and Gill 
have shown that toilet soaps have 
a germicidal property toward the 
offending germs, and may be used 
as dentifrices with benefit. 

A chronic form occurs in which 
little pain or soreness develops. The 
gums are red and spongy, bieed 
easily and often a little pus can be 
squeezed from the gum margin. 
Many cases of pyorrhea have the 
Vincent’s germs as the causative 
erganisms. Such cases are best 
treated by the dentist. 

In still another group of cases, 
the Vincent’s germs can be culti- 
vated from the mouth, but they 
are doing no harm, simply living 
on the mouth secretions.

HE more I watch “masters” in 
action, the more I think of aver- 
age players. There is no deny- 
ing that the former know a great 
deal more about bridge than the 
latter, but it is one thing to have 
knowledge and quite another to be 
able to apply it in practice. Even 
at the major tournaments some of 
the bids and plays are virtually 
gruesome. Today's hand offers a 
notable example. The North-South 
team whose bidding I have record- 
ed is reputedly one of the two or 
three best teams in the country, 
perhaps in the world. Yet, as will 
be seen, it managed to reach a 
contract that must have made the 
declarer shudder and which was 
fulfilled only through a brand of 
luck upon which so-called masters 
should not have to depend.

Although I have included North's 
pass to the four heart bid among 
the calls to be honored with an ex- 
clamation point, it is no more than 
fair to say that 95 per cent of the 
blame for the final contract must 
g0 to South. To begin, his one 
Spade overcall did not even closely 
represent the potentialities of his 
hand, and his first bit of luck 
sprang from the fact that West had 
a shade too much to pass. If one, 
of West's low clubs had been a 
heart or a spade, he would have 
passed and, of course, North and 
East would have done likewise. So 
South would have found himself in 
@ one spade contract, whereas a 
game was an absolute laydown. 
Presumably, South realized that he 
had underbid absurdly, because 
when he was fortunate enough to 
get another bidding opportunity he 
jumped all the way to game in his 
other major suit. Although it is 
quite understanding that he was 
trying to make up for his previous 
“bull,” the fact remains that this 
change of horses was not only en- 
tirely inconsistent but also incom- 
prehensible to his partner. North, 
a truly fine player, could not but 
fear that the previous spade bid 
had either been psychic or that 
South (whose bidding is customar- 
ily erratic) had considerably better 
and longer hearts than spades. Per- 
haps North should have solved the 
problem and gone back to spades, 
holding three of these against only 
two hearts, but the point is that 
there was no reason to leave him 
in the dark. 

East, of course, was delighted 
with the heart contract and did not 
make the terrible mistake of dou- 
bling and thereby giving the op- 
ponents a chance to run to spades. 
But, to East's utter disgust, there 
was no defense! 

Though declarer was ruffed down 
to four trumps on the second club 
lead, the perfect break of spades 
and the fact that the heart finesse 
was onside left the defenders help- 
less. Declarer, having ruffed the 
second club, laid down the ace and 
king of spades. Then, with that 
Situation cleared up, he entered 
dummy with the diamond ace, led a 
heart to his own queen, cashed the 
ace of hearts, then merely ran off 
spades. East's two trumps, al- 
though high, were worth only two 
tricks. 

It goes without saying that South 
should have landed in a four spade 
contract merely by bidding two 
spades over the opening club bid, 
and later showing his hearts with- 
out another jump. North then, of 
course, would have given the pref- 


erence for spades.
